to do so without him. His threat 
was taken ag totally credible. 

The Minister made his formal re- 
signation announcement half-way 
through yesterday's session, just 
after the Cabinet had approved the 
appointment of Mr. Meir Zorea as 
director of the Israel Lands Admi- 
nistration, a step believed to be an 
importent contributing factor to his 
resignation, though not the only one. 

Along with the verbal announce- 
ment he took the statutory step 
of giv'ag Premier Golda Meir his 
resignation in writing. Then he left 
the Cabinet chamber. 

The resignation, however, only 
takes official effect 48 hours after 
being submitted to Mrs. Meir in 
writing, so that Justice Minister 
Shapiro is still in office till tomor- 
Tow afternoon and can change his 
mind until then. 

The feeling among most of the 
Labour leadership last night was, 
however, that the resignation was 
probably final. 

After the resignation announce- 
ment, and Mr. Shapiro's departure, 
the Cabinet decided unanimously 
that Premier Melr appeal to him on 
behalf of all of the Government 
to withdraw his resignation.

Rapid City death toll up to 175 


as search for bodies continues 


RAPID CITY, South Dakota 
(UPI). — Rescue workers yester- 
day resumed the search for bodiés 
amidst the rubble left by flash 
foods that sent water rampaging 
through Rapid City and surround- 
ing communities Friday night and 
Saturday. 

The South Dakota civil defense 
said at least 175 persons were dead 
and “many, Many more are 
dead.” 
The flood-torn area was divided 
into three sections and 58 subsec- 
tions, with search teams assigned 
to each of the subsections, authori- 
tles said. Workers were combing 8 
34 kms. strip that follows the win- 
ding Rapid Creek through the city. 

Thousands of persons were left 
homeless, nearly 1,000 were Injured 
and Gov. Richard Kneip estimated 
damege at $100 million. 

Authorities say they have re- 
ceived numerous telephone calls 
from persons as far away as New 
Zealand reporting missing friends 
and relatives. Police had some 4,000 
unconfirmed reports of persons 


missing in the flood. 

Authorities said littl had been 
heard about the fate of more than 
4,000 tourists believed to be camp- 
ing in the Back Hills near Mt: 
Rushmore, one of the nation’s most

Cold-blooded 


This is the significant element in 
the troubles in South Africa during 
these past elght days: the order to 
the police to move against the pro- 
testing white students at the En- 
glish-language universities was a 
cold-blooded political decision cal- 
culated to provoke = confrontation. 
There have been many student de- 
monstrations recently, and on 2 big- 
ger scale, which have passed off 
without incident — as the ones out- 
side St. George's Cathedral would 
have done if the Vorster Govern- 
ment had not decided that time had 
come for a showdown. 

The lusty young constables who 
exceeded the bounds of their might, 
therefore, have displeased some of 
their officers, but they had divined 
what their political masters wanted. 
For a long time now, South Africa 
‘has been working up to this point 
of crisis, and now it hag come. The 
significance of the events of these 
past few days should not be under- 
estimated, 


Ugly and strong 


South Africa has lurched to the 
Right. after dabbling in verlighteid 
(“enlightenedness") and other image- 
building exercises, the Nationalist 
Government has realized that it is 
better to be ugly and strong, than 
pretty (if that ig the word) and 
weak.

‘Shock, shame’ 


A cheque for $1,000, which the

The cheque was sent hy Mr.

The Japanese government is ra- 
ther lenient ahout issuing passports 
to its nationals. Unless an applicant 
has been previously sentenced to 
imprisonment of five years or longer 
he is given an exit permit as a 
matter of course.

Have they other Japanese radicals 
linked up with the Black Panthers, 
or ‘the Tupamaros, or the New 
People's Army in the Philippines? 
Without any evidence indicating 
such tle-ups, Japanese authorities 
frankly confess their ignorance. 

The police now believe that the 
Lod operation was planned during 
the last visit here of a member of 
the Palestinian Front named “Bas- 
sam" who came to Japan in i970 
and again in early 1972 to recruit 
support among ultra-leftist groups. 

The biggest puzzle of all was 
why the three Japanese lent their 
services in such a murderous manner 
to a cause almost completely alien 
to their own country. A “mad, med, 
mad act," was the horrified cry of 
the newspaper “Mainichi Shimbun." 
It re-echoed the theory widely sup- 
ported by the Japanese press that 
the recent outrages committed by 
Japanese radicals — including the 
mass-lynching of 12 of their own 
members — were acts of insanity, 
“The age of rapid industrialization 
tends to devastate the minds of the 
young,” “Mainichi” editorialized. 
“Efforts to eliminate social discre- 
pancies surrounding young people 
should not be neglected.”

WHY NIXON BACKS THE SHAH 


By an Ofns Corregpondent 

HEN Richard Nixon visited Te- 
heran 19 years ago as Vice- 
TESERAN, — 

President, Shah Reza Pahlev! had a 
vague international reputation as ἃ 
handsome Persian playboy-king and 
Tran was just another Middle East 
country. When Mr. Nixon came back 
recently as President of the United 
States on a two-day offici 
the Shah was the object of effusive 
praise from the American leader. 

The President threw aside his 
Speech at a state banquet held in 
his honour and spoke extem- 
Poraneously. White House sources 
said he rejected the prepared speech 
because it was not “warm enough” 
and did not “reflect my real senti- 
ments towards Iran and its leader.” 

After five hours of private talks 
between the two leaders covering 
Middle East politics, Indo-Pakistan 
relations, the war in Indo-China and 
the world narcotics problem — Pre- 
sident Nixon strongiy supported 
Iran's Persian Gulf policy and re- 
affirmed the U.S. commitment to 
help Iran buiid up its defence forces. 
He also expressed U.S. readiness to 
help Iran with its extensive de- 
velopment programme. 

Nixon's emphatic backing of the 
Shah sets the seal on the interna~ 
tional recognition of the man who 
for over 25 years refused to be 
crowned because, he said, it was no 
honour to be the king of a nation 
of poor people. 


Fairy-tale 


The fairy-tale picture of modern 
Tran hes ἃ weak, pleasure-loving 
king trarsformed into a strong en- 
lightened ruler, firmly leading his 
people out οἱ poverty and ignorance 
into the era of “The Great Civili- 
zation." 

Under a glorious “White Revolu- 
tion" (white because it is blood- 
less) he takes the land away from 
cruel feudal barons ard redistri- 
butes it among the noble peasants; 
emancipates women; gives workers 
2 share in the profits of factories; 
patronizes the arts: launches a dy- 
namic industriaiizetion programme 
that rockets a medieval country into 
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the twentieth century; and sends ar- 
mies of young men and women 
throughout the countryside tecching 
and healing the poor, building roads 
and installing piped water systems. 

"It's too good to be true,” 548 
the evnies. 

“It's just propeganda,” chorus the 
unbelievers. 

“What about political prisoners 
and secret service brutality?” shout

Leve or hate? 


The people love the Shah. The 
pepple hate, fear and envy the Shah. 

Iran's economic progress is a mi- 
racle. Iran's economy is in a mess, 
everyone is in debt and a reces- 
sion is inevitable. 

Land reform was a brilliant suc- 
cess bringing happiness and pros- 
perity to the peasants and boosting 
agricultural output.

Of the Shah's 12 major reforms, 
those relating to education and so- 
cial weliare have without doubt 
been extreme)y effective even if the 
rate of achievement has been slower 
than hoped. Literacy is spreading, 
health services are better, women 
do enjoy new rights and village 
courts have speeded up the admi- 
nistration of justice. 

Economic reforms have proved 
more difficult. Nationalization of wa- 
ter resources is el impossible 
to implement because of the prac- 
tical problems of control; fights over 
water rights are still the most com- 
mon civil dispute in a land where

all the considerable investments 
made in ita development. It wag the 
prototype of the kind of artiliery 
units Zahal had in mind for the 
future, 

In comparing the range of the guns 
available to the Corps, one could, 
as a rule of thumb, say that 
they increased by 10 kms. with 
each decade. The best Zahal is now 
reported to have in its possession, 
the American 175 mm, aelf- 
Propelled, has a “reach” upwards of 
32 kms. Both the French (Israel- 
assembled) and the U.S. 155 mm. 
Pieces ‘are close to the 20 km, 
mark. The ‘half-track (or tank 
chassis) mounted 160 mm, mortars

Sir, — I read with interest and as 
tonishment David Hrivine's article, 
“Labour courts may play more im- 
portant role” |May 21), based on ἃ 
talk with two judges, one of them 
the President of the Labour Courts, 
Judge Zvi Barniv, The article was 
one-sided and superficial. 

Had your reporter picked out at 
random a dozen flles from the walt- 
ing list of the iabour courts he 
would have noticed why these courts 
have so far been a complete failure 
and ἃ waste of the taxpayers’ mo- 
ney, t have had bitter personal ex- 
perience in such a court, where a 
fairly ordinary claim for compensa- 
tion on discharge 2fter ten years of 
work has been through three ses- 
sions spaced six months ard mote 
apart over almost two years, and πὸ 
end yet in sight. Twice, one of the 
lay judges failed to turn up. be- 
Cause of illness or some other plau- 
sible reason, Each sdjournment 
means to me loss of time and extra 
cost for a lawyer, not to mention 
frustration, And 45 compensation is 
awarded to me, who will compensate 
me fer the logs of its purchasing 
power after two to three ysars of 
inflation? 

Gach time I 2m in court, I mezt 
people with similar experiences. 
What is going on in the labour 
courts today, at their present speed 
of work, amounts to 2 denial of 
justice. The law preveats me from 
taking my claim to the Magistrates’ 
Court, which would have dealt with 
it much faster. The inefficiency of 
the labour courts would soon be ex- 
posed by statistics on the speed with 
which they operate.

If it is intended to Improve the 
level of pensions so as to bring 
them up to subsistence level, 2 
much higher ratlo to wages is need- 
ed: at least 25 per cent. On the 
proposed level of 15 per cent the 
pensioners will fell even below their 
Present standard, as the amount due 
them will be about the same as it 
is now, but as time goes on, they 
will be the first to suffer from 
price increases and the last to re- 
ceive an increase in their own in- 
comes.

We have learned from 
experience that average wagea iD 
Isracl go up faster than prices, The 
game applies to other countries, Old 
age pensions here lost some of their 
value preciaely because they are 
inked to the cost-of-living index 
instead of to wages. 


It should be remembered that, ac- 
cording to the proposed amendment, 
the basle pension for a gingle per- 
son of 15 per cent of the average 
wage constitutes only the first step 
of the Jaw. All heads of families will 
also receive an additional aHowance 
Inked to thelr income, and the 
overall pension of people retiring 
from work willl thus reach an ade- 
quate level in most cases. 


At present, the pension iinked to 
the cost-of-living index amounts to 
only 13 per cent of the average 
salary. The proposed amendment will 
thus increase individual pensions by 
1.15. . 

It should also be remembered that 
the basic pension with maximum se- 
niority allowances willl reach 22.5 
per cent of the average salary for 
an individual, and 42.2 per cent for 
ἃ person with dependents.

rencies and an overall decline of 
the purchasing power of world cur- 
rencies. One of the reasons why 
some Jaraelis have enough cash to 
cover the enormous expenses involv.

One to absorb extra cash 
from the market is to free imports, 
even if thig means competition for 
Israeli products and the expenditure 
of more foreign currency. This may 
have 2 negative influence on the 
balance of payment, but it would 
constitute a restraining influence on 
inflation. 

Another salutary step would be to 
increase the foreign currency allo- 
cation for travel abroad. A tew 


‘years ago this allocation was $500 


per person per trip; when foreign 
currency reserves began to dwindle, 
thig allocation was reduced to $350 
and subsequently to $250. Now thet 
foreign currency reserves have in- 
creased, why have restraints on vis- 


ible imports only been relaxed, and © 


not those on invisible imports — 
mamely allocations of foreign cur- 
rency for travel abroad? This will 
help Kill the black market and 
channel Israel currency into the Trea- 
sury instead of the pockets of illegal 
dealera, who use this black money 
for dubious transactions.

LAND BRIDGE IS 
POSSIBLE, EVEN 


IF SUEZ

‘TIC views that Israel's 
Land Bridge between ‘the Red 
Sea and the Mediterranean will have 
to be abandoned if the Suez Canal 
is reopened are not shared by the 
Manager of Eilat Port, Ehud Hadar. 
“That there is a certain risk in 
the unforeseeable future cannot be 
disputed,” he said in an interview 
with The Jerusalem Post, “but which 
economic enterprise anywhere does 
not contain an element of risk? And 
in Israel in particular, if 411] the 
tisks had been covered first, very 
little would have deen developed in 
the past 25 years. In our opinion, 
the Land Bridge is a reasonable 
calculated risk, that at present pro- 
vides a safe alternative route to 
those countries which have been hit 
— and some of them badly — by 
the closure of the Canal. 
__ Realities 
“The suggestion made in some 
quarters that here in Eilat we should 
do nothing but ait back in the sun- 
shine so as not to get hurt in the 
future may be attractive on a warm 
summer's day but it doesn't con- 
form with the realities of 1972. 
The realities are that for the past 
23 years the Canal has been closed 
to Israel ships, and that for the 
past five years it has been closed 
to all ships. And nobody can yet 
Say with certainty if and when it 
will be reopéned. In thé meantime, 
after a late and slow start — it 
took two years and two special re- 
ports to the Ministry of Transport 
before the company operating It was 
set up — the Land Bridge.is de- 
veloping satisfactorily.” 
It will take time to gauge the 
political value of this “safe pas- 
sage” through Israel, according to Mr.

Hinterland 


“The reopening will hurt both the 
town and the part unless immediate 
and e“fective advantage is taken of 
Eilat’s geographical position to set 
up an industrial hinterland to the 
port. Plans for this and for a free 
port zone have been discussed for 
several years, but no serious feasi- 
bility study of the project has yet 
been undertaken. To ensure the sta- 
bility and development of the port 
and the town, and of shipping in the 
Red Sea, definite moves in this direc- 
tion must be made at once. Then the 
ties already established through the 
Land Bridge can be exploited and 
integrated to make us viable in the 
face of al! future developments.” 


Meanwhile, nothing is to be gained 
by sitting back with folded arms, 
said Mr. Hadar, and he concluded 
with a warning: “It is already clear 
that, if we do not make additional 
investments in the Port of Eilat 
and its installations immediately, Is- 
rael commerce with Africa and Asia 
will suffer before two years are 
out.”

Maritime 
Bank’s 
remarkable 
report

Maritime Bank's report (for 
the year ending September 30, 
1971) is remarkable for two rea- 
sons. First, for its outstanding pro- 
fit performance. The gross profit 
after allocations to reserves 
amounted to IL15m., ie. almost 40 
per cent of its paid-up capital and 
reserves. Of course, the profit in 
Israel pounds was boasted by the 
devaluation of last August, because 
most of the bank's transactions are 
carried out in foreign currency. 
Nevertheless it is impressive when 
compared to the IL103m. profit earn- 
ed last year by the Bank of Israel. 
Second, the report contains a se- 
rious — and presumably expert — 
warning concerning the merchant 
marine. At the end of 1971, the 
bank states, new vessels under con- 
struction for Israel amounted to one 
million tons deadweight, due to be 
delivered to our shipping companies 
by the end of 1974 The capital 
invested in this ambitious pro- 
gramme amounted to almost $260m. 
However, its profitability seems to 
be far from assured. 


Expansion 

The bank, in the past, expressed 
its views concerning the risks in- 
volved in a speedy expansion of the 
Israeli merchant fleet, at a time 
when building costs were at their 
peak. The trend in prices for ves- 
sels and freight rates on the inter- 
national market has strengthened 
these misgivings. The present posi- 
tion requires prudent planning for 
investment and financing, the re- 
port comments. 


In fact, the above shipping orders 
represent an addition of almost 50 
per cent to Israel's present tanker 
tonnage, while voyage rates for 
tankers plying between the Persian 
Gulf and the West are now one 
third of what they were at the 
beginning of 1971. 

The bank's balance sheet also re- 
flects its cautious attitude to cur- 
rent investments in shipping. Loans 
secured by mortgages on ships de- 
clined from IL129m. to IL9lm. On 
the other hand, the bank expanded 
its activity in transactions not corn- 
ected with shipping, and the 
amount of loans and bills discounted 
soared from 1L145m. to IL179m. On 
top of this its liquid reserves ad- 
vanced from IL70m, to IL179m. 


Function 


At this juncture the question may 
be asked about the bank’s exact 
function and purpose. As its name 
suggests, it was set up by the gov- 
ernment in order to provide an in- 
strument for financing Israeli ship- 
ping. It was meant to acquire the 
knowhow and establish the contacts 
necessary for successful operation 
in this special field. 

Now that the Maritime Bank is ob- 
viously bowlng out of this activity, 
and its advice is disregarded and 
it is by-passed by the administration 
ultimately responsible for Israel ship- 
ping, what reason is lefr for main- 
taining it? Evidently it has 
acquitted itself of its task very well 
as far as profitability is concerned, 
but that is hardly a reason for keep- 
ing 8 government-owned bank for 
no particular purpose.

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Soviets worried 
by workers’ 
drunkenness 


MOSCOW (Reuter). A Soviet 
newspaper Saturday described how 
up to 30 per cent of the workers 
in a factory in the Urals end up in 
special sobering-up stations for 
drunks at least once a year. 

The newspaper ~Sotslalisticheska- 
ya Industriya” attacked widespread 
drunkenness that exists in the coun- 
try, and pointed to its medical, so- 
cial and economic dangers. It said 
that on days following payday, the 
productivity rate of some workers 
fell by as much as 30 per cent 
below normal due to drink. 

Tt quoted a surgeon in Magni- 
togorsk as saying that 70 to 80 
per cent of injuries there were 
eaused by drunkenness. In Riga, ca- 
pital of Latvia, it said, 36 per cent 
of all road accidents were caused 
by drunken drivers.

Retarded girl 
killed in Strip 
by relative 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
GAZA. — A mentally retarded girl 
was killed here last week by her 
sister-in-law, “for bringing’ disho- 
nour upon the family.” 

The girl, 18-year-old Jamila Ab- 
del Falah Abu-Fada, was brought 
to Shifa Hospital last Thursday 
suffering from numerous fractures, 
and died soon after admission. Her 
brother Ibrahim explained the girl's 
injuries to the police by saying that 
Jamila had been in the habit of 
jumping from high places. After 
a short investigation be and his 
wife, Fathiya Ali Mahmoud, were ar- 
rested. The woman admitted having 
battered the girl with a hammer. 
(She did not say how the dead girl 
had “brought dishonour on the fa- 
mily,” but it is understood that, the 
girl sometimes disappeared from 
home for days at a time.) 

The murder was the fourth this 
year in the Gaza Strip — as against 
40 for the same period Jast year. 
Three of this year’s four murders 
were for family reasons, while nearly 
ail the murders committed in the 
Strip last year had a political back- 
ground.

on accomodation costs). 

@. Business meal expenses within 

Israel (outside of the home and 
at least 415 kilometres from the 


“malin place of business): TLS for 


breakfasts, IL12.50 for lunch and 
TL12.50 for dinner (the Government 
had wanted a IL7 ceiling on break- 
fasts andJLiScellingson luncheons 
and dinners). 
© Car upkeep: up to two thirds 
of the costs, as against a Gov- 
ernment proposal of three-fourths. 
@ Gifts: up to 1125 to each per- 
son — including employees — 
per year, in place of the 11.100 cell- 
ing and the limitation to customers 
and suppliers which the Govern- 
ment had wanted. 

The new regulations also provide 
that there wlll be no deductions for 
hotel stays within Israel, except for 
“reasonable amounts" spent on put- 
ting up foreign visitors. The Com- 
mittee asked for a report from 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir on 
the application of the new rules 
once they go into effect.

* in 1972/73 academic year, 2 Univer-

The course is based on a pilot 
project this year, in which seven 
students with M.A. degrees trans- 
lated classical philosophical works 
from French, English and German 
into Hebrew. Not intended as a 
school for interpreters, the course 
will train students to translate 
works in their specialty from a 
language they have mastered into 
a “target language,” usually their 
mother tongue. 

The project was initiated by Prof. 
Haim Rabjn, professor of Hebrew 
language, and is partially financed 
by a fund set up by Jack and Beat- 
rice Bennett of Toronto, Canada. 

Among the 15 students who have 
enrofied so far is a Tokyo school- 
teacher who wants to translate He- 
brew children's books into Japarese. 


NO RISE IN 
MAY EXPORTS

The expected sezsonal rise in ex- 
ports did not materialize during 
May, figures released by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics show.

Jerusalem taxi drivers are 
threatening sanctions — including 
driving no faster than 10 kilometres 
per hour iand suspending ali service 
on weekends and holidays—to back 
demands for better treatment by 
the Transport Ministry and the Mu- 
nicipality. 

Mr, Ya'acov Krieger, chairman 
of the 250-member Jerusalem Taxi 
Owners Association, told newsmen 
at Beit Agron yesterday that the 
authorities act with “complete dis- 
regard" of taximen’s working con- 
ditions and that they have broken 
promises given to them in the past. 

A major complaint is that taxis 
have great difficulty picking up and 
letting off passengers in downtown 
areas, where they regularly receive 
traffic tickets for stopping in what 
are technically “no-stopping” areas, 
They want more stations where they 
can stop for passengers, 

The Association also wants better- 


regulated stations for their col- 
leagues in East Jerusalem, although 
they are not members of the or- 
ganization. 

Plalniy worried sbout the. com- 
petition of the ‘bus cooperatives and 
the anticipated increase in the num- 
‘ber of taxis under a new Transport 
Ministry policy, the Association 
wants the re-establishment of sherut 
service, which would allow them 
to collect several low-fare passen-

The cabbies also want Ministry 
permission to use the higher rates 
— tariff 2 — on Saturdays. This 
would be parallel to overtime or 
weekend pay recognized in all other 
trades, they say. 

For its part in improving service, 
the Association will arrange Eng- 
Hsh courses for drivers, tighten in- 
ternal disclpline and start a cam- 
paign in hotels, aimed at getting 
tourists to insist on the use of the 
meter when entering a tax. 


Gibor owner affirms 
all’s well in tights plant 


Textile magnate Gershon Rozov 
told The Jerusalem Post on Satur- 
day that current negotiations over 
ἃ IL6m, loan to hig panty-hose firm, 
Glbor, are oot a reflection on the 
company’s financial standing. 

No one denies that the boom in 
world nrarkets for tights has col- 
lapsed, he explained, ‘We foresaw 
this, and prepared for it.

“Our exports were §23.8m. last 
year. Shipments during the first 
five mouths of 1972 promise a big- 
ger total still If we are cutting 
steff here and there, it is for eco- 
nomy purposes — not because we 
are reducing turnover.” 

Concerning the ILém. working- 
capital ican, he pointed out that 
Glbor introduced a new method 
(when the market turned) of send- 
ing shipments to its own subsi- 
diaries in the Western hemisphere 
and the Far East, for further pro- 
cessing and distribution on the 
spot. This means that the Israeli 
plant has no letters of credit from 
the final customer to pledge against 
short-term loans. 

“As the Industrial Development 
Bank still holds a mortgage over 
all our assets — which represent 
an investment of IL80m., though 
we owe the IDB only ILitm, now 
— we thought they could guarantee 
our working-capital loan without 
difficulty. It is a procedural pro- 
blem," he dectared, 

Sources in the IDB told the Post 
that Gibor's request is perfecty le- 
gitimate, and is under consideration.

— The stock market 
was firm yesterdey with most prices 
Climbing.

Deputy Prime Minister Yigal Al- 
lon yesterday warned the Arab 
states that any attack on Israel, 
including terror attacks, will be 
smashed.
